Grant's soul will live forever. 
Recently the question was 
put to His Eminence Cardinal Gibbons, 
"What Is civilized warfare?" Immedi- 
ately came the reply: "The war be- 
tween the States." And then the aged 
prelate added "Suppose General 
Grant had compelled General Lee and 
the captive Southerners to have gone 
to Washington and built the Unfon 
a triumphal arch, what would the 
world have thought? And yet. that 
was exactly what happened to the Jews 
at the fall of Jerusalem which Titus' 
arch commemorates." 

When In the spring of 1884 the vet- 
erans of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public knew their beloved chieftain 
was mortally 111, the soldiers, one and 
all, felt it would be a great privilege 
If once again they might see Grant's 
'face. They wished to pay him some 
homage of sympathy, since, "A rose to 
the living is more than countless 
wreaths to the dead."

Comte De Paris Knew and Loved Fa- 
mous Soldier Who Gave His Life 
for His Country. 

It was after the review thnt I made 
the personal acquaintance of the offi- 
cers with whom 1 was to have the good 
fortune to flght for a cause which wns 
already dear to me. Aii made me cor- 
dially welcome, but It was with Kearny 
that 1 found myself most at home. He 
it was who could speak to me of the 
French army In Algeria in 1S40 and of 
the memories left by my family In that 
country. He did so In terms which 
deeply touched the heart of the exile, 
the son of tho Due d'Orlenns. Kearny 
had participated In one of those cam- 
paigns on African ground which 
brought out 6trongly the merits of the 
French soldier. He had also associated 
himself with the triumphs of France 
In the Itnllnn campaign of 1850.

mit relates would be likely to lie sold 
or delivered for sale, and the state 
board of health shall also give notleo of 
snch revocation to nny denier In milk 
who in the Judgment of the bonrd' 
would bo likely to purchase milk from 
snch dnlry; nnd upon receipt of sueh no- 
tice it shall be unlawful for any dealer 
so notified to sell or offer for sale In this 
Commonwealth milk from the said dairy. 

Section 3. -After a permit has been 
revoked, It may he renewed In the same 
way in which the original penult was Is- 
sued, in whleb case the same form of 
notification shall follow as Is required 
In the issuauce of the original permit.

IMPORTANT NOTICK OF DOARD OF 
HEALTH. 

Extracts of Rules and Regulations of 
the Honrd of Health of Hull: 

All the members of n fnuilly and other 
persons llvlug In a house infected with 
•i contagious disease must consider tbeni- 
selvos tn Quarantine, 'and they shnll 
avoid entering siffrci*. shops, ehuruhes 
nnd other public building*, nnd shall 
also avoid loitering on the public streets, 
aud when for the purposes bereafter men- 
tioned they may be upon the streets, shall 
studiously avoid as far ns possible, meet- 
ing or conversing with other people. This 
rule does not forbid nny member of the 
fumlly who is supposed to he well from 
going for food, medlelne, or other neces- 
saries for the Infected fnmlly. The nttend- 
intr physician may nlso nllow nny member 
of the fnmlly to go from home for the 
purpose of attending to his or bcr business, 
provided thnt. In his Judgment, such ne- 
tlon does not Jeopftrdlzo the public henlth. 

Any pupil nttendlng the public schools 
of Hull, who hns hnd or BEEN EXPOSED 
to smallpox, scarlet fever, diphtheria or 
measles shall not return to school nntll 
In cases of smallpox 12 days: in scarlet 
fever 7 days; In diphtheria !> days; and In 
mensles 10 dnys, bnve elnpsed since the 
RECOVERY from or EXPOSURE to these 
dlsenscs. 

Householder* Mast Report Diseases. 
A householder who knows thnt a person 
In his fnmlly or house is sick with a dis- 
ease dangerous to the public health shall 
forthwith give notlee thereof to the bonrd 
of health.

TOWN OF HULL. 
Setting Fires in the Open. 
An Act to Regulate the Setting of Fires 

in the Open Air. 
Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 

Section 1. It shall be unlawful with- 
in any city or town for any person to 
set, maintain or increase a fire in the 
open air between the first day of March 
and the first day of December except by 
written permission of the fire preven- 
tion commisioner for the metropolitan 
district within the said district, or of 
the forest wnrden or chief of the fire 
department in other cities and towns, 
or, in cities thnt have such an official, 
the fire commissioner, provided, that 
debris from fields, gardens and orchards, 
and leaves and rubbish from yards may 
be burned on ploughed fields by the 
owners thereof, their agents or lesses; 
and provided, further, thnt persons 
nbove the age of eighteen years may 
set or maintain a fire for a reasonable 
purpose upon sandy land, or upon salt 
marshes or snndy or rocky benches bor- 
dering upon tide water, if the fire is en- 
closed within rocks, metal or other non- 
inflammable material. In every case 
such a fire shall be at least two hundred 
feet distant from nny sprout or forest 
land, and at least fifty feet distant 
from anv building, and shall bo properly 
attended until it is extinguished. The 
forest wardens in towns and officials 
performing the duties of forest wnrden s 
in cities shall ennse public notices to be 
given of the provisions of this scctiou 
and shall enforce the snme. Whoever 
vlplntcs any provisions of this section 
shall bo punished by a fine of not more 
than one hundred dollars, or by impris- 
onment for not more than one month, 
or by both sudi fine and imprisonment. 

Section 2. The provisions of the pre- 
ceding section shnll not apnly to fires 
which may bo set, maintained or in- 
creased within the metropolitan district 
In accordance with regulations nnd 
methods njiproved by tho lire prevention 
commissioner fur the said district, nor 
to flrcB which may bo set for the pur- 
pose of suppressing gypsy nnd brown 
tail moths In nccordnnee with regula- 
tions and methods approved by the state 
forester, nor to fires set or increased 
within the limits of any public way by 
the employees of tho common wealth or 
of any county, oity or towu In tho per 
forinance of public work. 

Section 3. Tho state forester shall 
notify tho forest wanlon in ovcry town 
and tho official performing the duties of 
forest warden In every city In tho coin 
niuuwenlth of tho pnssago of this act.

Suit and Daytime Frock for Street Wear

In millinery, as Jn other things, the 
season's styles have gravitated toward 
a few types that have established 
themselves and will last as long as the 
Bummer lasts — and perhaps longer.

MERCHANT MARINE 



In the first half of May 1500 young 
Americans between 21 and 30, enrolled 
for training for tho new Merchant Ma- 
rine through tohe recruiting service oi 
the l T . S. Shipping Board, national 
headquarters of whieh nro in the. Bos- 
ton Custom House. 

Of this number 1000 names came 
from the dnig-store enrolling stations 
of the Shipping Board, there being 522 
of these in New England, and 6954 in 
the United States. 

New England led in the number of 
volunteers. Ohio stood highest of the 
states in other sections. As yet enroll- 
ments have been going on only in terri- 
tory Fast of the Mississippi, but in 
the next few days the rest of the coun- 
try will ho drawn upon for men. Those 
accepted are exempted from military 
duty, by special regulation. 

The men th«« far called to the service 
have been placed on board training 
ships Iwsed at East Boston, there being 
four in the sqnailron. The Pacific c« 
will have two training sKips. one bring 
fitted out at San Francisco, and another 
at Seattle. Men from the Mountain 
and Pacifie states will be trained on 
these ships. Now Orleans probably will 
also have a training ship, for men from 
the Southern states. 

When all the ships are in commission 
they will have a capacity of more than 
3500 apprentices. 

The young men trained for the'Tner- 
ehnnt service are given six weeks inten- 
sive instruction before going into mer- 
chant crews-, for voyages to various 
parts of the world. Those who have al- 
ready gone into this service send back 
glowing accounts of their experiences. 

The grcafueed of the training service 
at present is for men to serve as eoat 
passers and firemen. Both positions 
lead to promotion. 



BIG RED CROSS PARADE IN WEY- 
MOUTH TO OPEN SECOND WAR 
FUND DRIVE. 



Our neighboring town, Weymouth 
launched^ its drive for the Second Red 
Cross War Relief Fumi^ Saturday after- 
noon, May 18, with a big Red Cross 
parade. This was the only demonstra- 
tion outside of Boston and included 
the presentation of a 430 star service 
flag to the town, by the school children. 

About 5,000 people inarched, including 
2,000 school children, who with their 
pennies bought the honor flag, whose 
stars represent their "big brothers over 
there." Speaker of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, Channing Oox, presented t)» 
flag to the selectmen, and delivered an 
address on the work of the Red Cross.

Thirty-five Weymouth boys sta 
tioiwd at Camp Devens being given the 
honor place in line. They were escorted 
by four troops of Boy Seouts, while n 
delegation of Weyifionth boys stationed
